Alter having dealt with the titles- 
lions of Poland and Bohemia, Dr. Col- 
by on Monday began the discussion 
of the Serbian question. 

"With the name and thought of 
Serbia," said the lecturer In his open- 
ing words, "are connected the aspira- 
tions of all Jugoalavdom-that is to 
say of the whole South Slavdom which 
Includes, besides tile people of Ser- 
bia, those of Montenegro, llosnia, Her- 
zegovina, Dalmatla, Croatia and Slo- 
venia." All these communities, liv- 
ing now under different flags and 
governments, are nevertheless unit- 
ed by strong ties of race and speech. 
But, before attempting to consider the 

problem of Jugoslavlsm as it presents 
itself to-day, one must needs — in or- 
der to understand it— first glance at 
the main features of Jugoslav hls- 
iory. This will serve to Introduce to 
us the complications which confront 
the diplomats of Kurope to-day — 
complications both foreign and do- 
mestic, involving, first of all, the re- 
lations of "Greater Serbia," with its 
rivals and neighbours: the two 
branches of the Dual Monarchy, Bul- 
garia and Greece, and also the ques- 
tion whether the new Slavonic state 
shall be based on the principle of fed- 
eration or on the idea of complete 
unification. 

Dr. Colby then observed how recent- 
ly only the Serbs and the other na- 
1 tions of South-eastern Kurope, ejjeept 
I the Greeks, had "thrust themselves 
I upon our notice." Not more than 
fourteen or fifteen years ago the 
average educated person in Knglund 
knew vory little about them, al- 
though, In 1875. the rising of Herze- 
govina against the Turk had some- 
what directed the attention of West- 
ern Kurope towards those regions. 
But "during the pust generation am- 
ple atonement has been made for 
this neglect— particularly since about 
189,;, when Pan'-Qermanlsm began to 
lie an active force In European poli- 
tics." It is evident to any one who 
looks at the map of Europe that Ser- 
j bla lies in the path of Pan-German 
ambitions in the Basil it cuts the 
I road from Berlin and Vienna to Con- 
stantinople and Salon ica — a road 
which must at any price be kept 
open. 

"The Serbs," i lie lecturer went on 
to say. are the purest Slav race of the 
Balkan'', and well calculated to form 
a nucleus lor i lie Jugoslav or South

"Manifold Notes are a Dismal Failure" is the 
Opinion of Prof. Evans, who has Tried System

livering lectures, Pfof. N. X. Kvans, 
of tin- Department of Chemistry, has 
addressed the following letter to the 
Editor of McOlll Dally!

If we could only digest our 
courses by receiving them in nice equal portions, of no great size, 
each one thoroughly masticated, the exam period would not hold 
the terrors for us that it always docs.

We dislike to preach, and wc do not mean to say that every 
btudent should begin to work madly forthwith, to end up with ner- 
vous prostration, ruined eyes and broken health by April. But wc 
can all profit by the mistakes of the past, the errors of the first se- 
mester, and try to accomplish our tasks this term as they should be 
accomplished. There is just one way to do it— start to-night by get- 
ting to-morrow's lesson; let each day sec that day's task done. 
Above all, don't, make the mistake of thinking that you can do just 
as well if you start next week some time. Let, a little of that pre- 
fexam spirit characterize your daily work, and the rest will take 
care of itself.— The Daily Hlini.

Murk Twain was faclnuted with an 
idea of becoming a Mississippi Hiver 
pilot, and in his "Life on the Missis- 
sippi Hiver," he describes scenes and 
people whom he knew and loved. 

When the Civil War broke out, he 
joined the Confederate army, but was 
one of the most eager members of his 
company when It was proposed to 
lay down arms. "Just hold my gun 
until I return," ho said to tho man 
beside him, and went away, never 
dreaming of go^ng back. Many years 
after, when he had become famous, 
he was accosted by a stranger, who 
inquired whether Mark Twain knew 
Illm. "I'm tli" man whom you asked 
to hold thai gun for you," lie said. 
Mari: Twain turned to him with hau- 
teur, "Where my gun?" he asked. 

In "Houghing It," Mark Twnln de- 
scribed his life in Nevada, where he 
had some Important government posi- 
tion. The book is one that abounds 
in youthful energy and enthusiasm, 
reminding oi e in a way of the "Pick- 
wick Papers." 

Mark Twain first became known in 
Now York through an nrticio entitled 
"Jumping Frogs." it was a result of 
this rising reputation that lie was of- 
fered a position of touring England, 
Which he accepted, and thereby pro- 
duced "Innocents Abroad." On his 
return the author married, but whe- 
ther he might not haVo produced 
' greater works if his wife had been 
I different, is a question. 

Prof. Leacock then discussed "Tom 
i.Sawyer," and "Huckleberry Finn," of 
which two he considers the latter 
work much the better. Mark Twain, 
like Scott, lost his fortune, and re' 
made It by close application to work. 
But unlike Scott, the bonks that he 
produced uiiiicr this pressure were 
Inferior to his first. 

Prot. Leacock omled his lecture with 
a discussion of the change of taste in 
literature from age to age; showing 
thereby the insight that one must 
have into customs of a past age. to 
appreciate Its literature. Thus we 
must criticise gently "ne "whose life 
has perhaps had a higher and nobler 
Influence than mon{ ot his contempor- 
aries.'

in this connection Dr. Colby made 
an allusion to the celebrated Serb bal- 
lad "regurdlng tho brothers Yngo- 
yitch, tho nine sons of Yug Bogdan, 
who all perished on tho battlefield 
of Kossovo, and whose story "has be- 
come an allegory applied to the nine 
divisions of tho South Slav race:" 
Serbia, Montenegro, Macedonia, Croa- 
tia, Dalmatia, Dosnlo, Herzegovina, 
Slovenia and the Danat. To-day there 
exists a strong Pan-Serb movement 
whose object is to re-unlle alt those 
fragments which adverse circum- 
stances separated in the. past. A 
striking manifestation of this Tun- 
Sorb feeling was tho generous help 
that cumc to the Serbians from their 
separated brethren during the Balkan 
Wars. 

The Serbs settled in the Balkans in 
tho course of the seventh century, ra- 
ther more than a hundred years be- 
fore tho invasion of tho Bulgars. The 
'.•cnturloH that followed were charac- 
terized by rivalries and strifes be- 
tween tho Greek Emperors at Con- 
stantinople, the Serbs, the Bulgars, 
and occasionally also tho Magyars. 

While tho period of Bulgar great- 
ness centres around tho year 1000 
A.D., that of Serbian ascendency 
came only In the fourtcentli century, 
when Stephen Dushan (rendered fa- 
miliar to the English public by I'rof. 
Kreemnn of Oxford) built up in the 
Balkans tho most extensive empire 
since the Serbs and the Bulgars had 
invaded the country. Stephen Dus- 
han reigned from 13111 to 1355. His do- 
mains extended along the Adriatic and 
the Aegean for a dlstanco of 500 
miles. . He conquered Epirus to the 
south, and Belgrade, Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina to tho north. Ho even pre- 
pared to uttack Constantinople and 
establish himself on the Bosphorus 
when ho suddenly died, within reach 
of his goal, probably the victim of 
poison, •"With him passed away not 
only the greatest leader tho Serbians 
ever had, but tho best hope, of South- 
eastern Europe In Its struggle, with 
the Ottoman." Besides being a con- 
queror, Dushan was also an ablo 
ruler who improved national laws, 
encouraged trade and stamped out 
brigandage. 

Under Stephen Dushan's immediate 
successors revolts broke out in the 



newly acquired provinces, and unhap- 
py wars were waged against external 
foes, so that "by 1372 the empire of 
Dushan had dwindled to the original 
Serbian nucleus of the Morava Val- 
ley botwen Nlch und Belgrade." On 
tho battlefield of Kossovo, at last, 
perished Serbia's Independence. In 
that desperate encounter with the 
Turk, her last king, Lazar, and her 
lust groat leader, Turkto, were both 
slain. Henceforth the Sorbs had to 
puy an annual tribute to the Sulla'ii 
and to supply a contingent of troops 
to the' Turkish tinny. Many emi- 
grated to Montenegro, Bosnia and 
Hungary. 

Under Turkish rule Serbia remain- 
ed in a miserable condition, although 
patriotism never abandoned this stur- 
dy little nation. But it was only in 
tho nineteenth century, under I lie 
leadership of Black George, and of 
Mllosh Obrenovltch, his rival and 
successor, Hint emancipation was at 
last achieved. The story of this per- 
iod has already been given in a for- 
mer lecturo. 

A Serbian Institution which did 
much to stiffen tho resistance of the 
nation under Turkish rule, and which 
in still in force to-day is the Zardron- 
ga, "which ls a species of communism 
based upon family ties." The adult 
members »f a Zardronga may vary 
from less tliun a dozen to more than 
a hundred. The fundamental princi- 
ple which is at the basis of tills in- 
stitution Is: "To everyone according 
to his needs, and from everyone ac- 
cording to his i>owcrs." The family 
estates are usually held In common 
by the members of the Zurdrongns, and 
If to-day, after centuries of oppres- 
sion, the Serbs are known as a race 
of free peasant proprietors, it is large- 
ly thanks to this institution. 

Ah regards the physical features 
ot Serbia and the characteristics of 
tho people, they are excellently ex- 
pounded by G. Mi Trevelyun, in tho 
August number of the "Contempor- 
ary Review." 

Although Serbia has now succeeded 
In throwing off the economic yoke 
which Austria tried to put on her, 
yet nn important party, as wo have 
already seen. "Is not content with 
this," and "aims at 'freeing their 
brothers,' the South Slavs of Bosnia, 
Croatia and Slovenia." This move- 
ment was given strength recently by 
tho annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina. 

Dr. Colby concluded by saying that 
tho Serbian question would bo fur- 
ther treated by him in hlB next lec- 
ture.

"BUI Hughes made an ideal leader, 
and the solemn manner in which he 
led the band when just on the Lavul 
team came on the ice. It started to 
play the funeral march was duly 
sounded. 

"But Laval, for the comparatively 
small numbers they hud nearly made 
as much noise as Mctiill, and In their 
own fashion distributed steal vocal 
and instrumental encouragement to 
their team. 

"And as for Loyola, they at times 
made as much noise as the two 
others combined, with their unearth- 
ly trumpets and other weird devices."

After the matches a big 
smoker was held in the McGlll Un- 
ion, at which some thirty members of 
the Laval Rooters' Club were guests, 
as well ur the Laval players and re- 
presentatives from all the other clubs 
in the League.

There was probably as much inter- 
est in the rooters' squad us there wus 
in tho hockey. The MctJill rooters, 
under Bill Hughes' leadership, seemed 

to be well-ttuinod, and uncovered 
Mime good sunss and yells. Met Jill's 
responses to Laval yells were par- 
ticularly npt. In several cases, the 
McGlll Hand played 0 funeral inarch 
after Ihe rather weak attempts of Iji- 
vul. These took well. Laval had 
some forty or fifty rooters in one 
section, and several more scattered 
over various parts of the rink, and 
considering the number of men they 
had, they did remarkably well. 

On the return from the rink, the 
entente cordiale between the two I'nl- 
Verslty factions was well demonstrat- 
ed by the fact that the Laval men 
joined in the procession— a few <>f 
them coming Into the Union, and there 
living Mctiill a hearty cheer.

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the suiting, the pros- 
•actor, to retain his rights, must take out a mining llcsnse. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory 
Tfca price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable nn the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit thai during tho year jrork has been performed to iho 
extent of at least twenty-five Mays' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 un acre for SUPERIOR MKTALS, and $15.00 an urn 
for INFERIOR MINERALS.
